DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant has amended independent claim 5 to overcome the prior rejection of 
record. After further consideration of the amendment made to the claim the examiner 
has found a prior art reference that reads on independent claim 5 (see rejection 
below). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Shoff 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,240,555). 

Referring to claim 5, Shoff teaches a detection apparatus to identify a program 
comprising a tuner to tune to the program (see Figure 5 for a detection apparatus 
including a tuner 98 (or 100) used to tune to a program as discussed at Column 8, 
Lines 10-18). 

Shoff also discloses that the detection apparatus comprises a meter (see 
program memory 96 in Figure 5 which contains an EPG portion 104 that stores 
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media links described in Figure 3) coupled to the tuner (see Figure 5 for the tuner 
98 being coupled to program memory 96 through processor 92) to record a media 
link embedded in the program tuned by the tuner (see Column 9, Lines 20-29 for 
accessing the stored media links (URLS) stored in the EPG portion of memory, 
therefore the media links received by the tuner 98 or 100 and recorded in EPG 
memory 104 to be accessed at a later time), the media link being activatable to 
retrieve content different from the tuned program from a content provider (see Column 
8, Line 62 through Column 9, Line 29 for activating a URL stored in the EPG 
storage area of memory (meter) to receive supplemental content different from 
the tuned program). 

Shoff also discloses a program identifier (see Column 8, Lines 45-51 for a 
browser 106 used to access the supplemental content) to identify the program 
tuned by the tuner based on the media link recorded by the meter (see Column 9, 
Lines 20-29 and Column 10, Lines 59-67 for the browser retrieving supplemental 
content (using a URL/media link), wherein the supplemental content identifies a 
program tuned to by the user by displaying the program title (in text block 228), 
where the text block 228 to display the program title is part of the retrieved 
supplemental content), wherein the program identifier is arranged to identify the 
program by activating the media link to retrieve the content from the content provider 
(again note Column 9, Lines 20-29 and Column 10, Lines 59-67 for the browser 
identifying a program (by displaying the program title (in text block 208) in the 
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browser) by activating the URL/media link and retrieving the text block 208 
(supplemental content) from a content provider (see Column 7, Lines 36-46)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24, 26-28, 30-33 and 50 are allowed.
